In the instant case the roller can be made by a 
conventional, rigid die mold method.

The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such 
as an otherwise conventional fixing roller without the ring adjunct. See MPEP §
